Forestrr, a^ has been |Hiinte<l out 
by an authority on the suliject, has 
been too ^'enerally reganlett sh au 
esthetic fail, ami its scicutitic applica- 
jtiou merely an agreeable av()cation of 
i the very wealthy. It is. however, au 
I iniptirtance tt) our national well lieing 
! far l>eyontl mere esthetic conaidera- 
. tious -powerful these may l>e. It 
I means the utilitv of vast areas of 
; non agricultural fantis in every part 
' of this country. By its application 
j we are assured of the permanency of 
our lumber supply and tlw liability 
I of the liimlwr tratle. 

Tilt* regulation and con-.>>rvati.iji of 
j the water supply of our principal riv- 
ers is largely ilepeii'leut on the tiin- 
I l)er*il lands, anil the favorable iutlu- 
iencf f tree ciiltiir* u|>on climate has 
bt<ei; well set ft>rlh by our forestry 
experts. 

The a|>plication of sciMiititic fores- 
trv. however, owiii),; to the slowness 
of the growth of the trees, is not 
within the means of any ■^liikMs per- 
aon or organiiation without the aon- 
trol of great waalth. The work to for 

state or ft^leral vrovernments. unless 
the taxation upon forest lands shall 
ba aboliabcd or ladnead to a aiini- 
mum. 

Oae of the metboda adroeated for 

the intrixliirlion of oeiaatific forestry 
where the destruction of the timbered 
and non-agricultural lands baa been 
marked, ia the eatabliabing of nation- 
al parka. An association has been 
formed in Chicago to in>,'e the park 
ing of a large area in Minnesota, anti 
in Ashville, N. C, the Appalachian 
National Park AaooeiatkM haa twen 
organised for tha p i ota a tl on of the 
magnificent forests of the Southern 
Appalachian mountains by placing 
thaa aadar regulation of tlM goaara* 
meat aa a natio nal park, 

Theaa efforts are strictly in accord 
with tha teachings of the forestry aec- 
tion of tho Department of Agriculture 
for tha auppoit of which tha natiou 
makee a liberal appropriation. That 
Congraaa will take meaaurea to give 
to the country the parks petitioneii 
for, with tha raat economic reforms 
which thay ta pw aaat, may laaaon- 
ably l>e wp aalad.— Tho laland 
Printer.
